IV What is the extent of the maltreatment? 


What surrounding circumstances accompany the alleged maltreatment, precipitating events, history? 
ALLEGATIONS: 


01: "The step-mother has left bruises on the children before, and has threatened to beat them. There is a court order in place 
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that the stepmother is not allowed to be around the children due to being a danger to them. It is believed she is currently at 
the house with the children. The stepmother is out on bond due to telling the children what to say. Based on the stepmother's 
history, it is believed the children are in imminent danger and that the stepmother is going to beat them for talking and putting 
her in jail.” 


04 "The stepmother keeps the children in their rooms all day on the weekend. The stepmother will lock the door. The 
stepmother will not allow the children to eat or drink until dinner time. All the bruising on the children is from the stepmother 
hitting them with belts and hangers. The stepmother gives the children medicine to go to sleep as well as the stepmother puts 
medicine inside Autumn's vagina. In the past, the stepmother has beat a child that lives with her and put that child in the 
hospital. This was in January. The child sustained a broken leg because of it." 


05 "Allegedly mom has been putting things into Autumn's vigina while Autumn was laying on her bed in her room. Autumn is 
scared of her mommy and if she tells her no, then mom will beat her. The father "has done to stop it", he will take Autumn and 
put her into a cold shower for lying. Sebastian has seen mom do this to his sister and has seen mom put something inside her 
while they were on the couch. Sebastian was scared to say anything as he felt he would get in trouble. Both children have 
seen mom take Nicholas into the bedroom, they heard yelling and him screaming "no, mommy please don't". There is a court 
order that mom is not allowed around any of the children, but dad still continues to allow her around them. It is believed that 
the children are being sexually abused as well a physically abused and the father is allowing it to continue." 


08 "On 6/12/2022, the mother punched Nicholas while they were at the grocery store. Nicholas was acting out, so the mother 
punched Nicholas in the head. She then told him something, details unknown. The mother then slapped Nicholas so hard that 
his face was red. The mother also grabbed and squeezed him by the arm, and he could be heard saying "Mommy, let go, 
you're hurting me". The mother then told Nicholas that "if you don't stop, I'm going to leave you here”. The mother then left 
Nicholas in the middle of the aisle as he was crying. On 6/14, there was a mediation that took place and mention of the 
charges being dropped and criminal charges being closed. There is a concern that the mother will be allowed around the 
children without a safety plan in place. The mother still beats the children and gets physical with them. The mother and 
father's actions got Autumn kicked out of school. The father is trying to take the children away from the mother. When the 
children are with the father, they are in danger because the father gives them medicine to go to sleep. The mother is getting 
ready to leave the state with Nicholas as she is out on bond. There is a court order in place that states that the mother cannot 
be around the children, though she is still trying to come around the children. The children visit the father on the weekends 
and Nicholas is with him now." 


09: "Today, 06/14/22, the mother was in a Jeep with Nicholas, the father and a neighbor. The mother was allowing Nicholas to 
hang out the side of the jeep while it was moving, and Nicholas almost fell out of the jeep. Nicholas was not strapped in and 
he was not in a car seat. The neighbor laughing about it and went faster. There are concerns that Nicholas is going to get hurt 
or killed in the care of the parents.” 


HOUSEHOLD COMPOSITION: 


The household consist of the mother, Melissa Davis the father, Donivan Davis and the three victim children, Sebastian Davis 
(step-son to Melissa), Autumn Davis (step-daughter to Melissa) and Nicholas Galli. 


INVESTIGATIVE OUTCOME: 


CPI Caminero commenced the case at the alleged house of focus located at 6715 Hone St. Upon arrival, CPI made FTF 
contact with the father, Donivan Davis who was irate, cursing and yelling at CPI and deputies. The father denied the 
department access to the children and the home. The father continued yelling and screaming by calling the deputies "Donut 
munchers" and called CPI "CPI bitch" the father stated that he was going to call his attorney. Donivan then came back outside 
yelling "hey CPI bitch, you can come in and see the kids and check the house" Donivan stated that only CPI was to come 
inside alone and the deputies were to stay outside. CPI explained that for her safety, she had to enter with law enforcement. 
Donivan began to argue then picked deputy, Ashley Stahl to enter. Donivan attempted to close the door on deputy Pullara 
blocking his view of CPI and his trainee Stahl. Pullara explained that she is in training and he needed to supervise her and he 
needed to keep the door open. Donivan continued to try and slam the door by pushing it forcefully with his body and deputy 
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Pullara put his foot in the way. Deputy Pullara advised Donivan that he needed visual of his trainee and to not close the door 
on his foot again. Donivan told him that he was not allowed to enter his home. Deputy Pullara explained that he was not going 
to enter. During this encounter, the child, Sebastian hugged CPI as he watched the father scream and yell at the deputy. 
Autumn also came up to CPI and faint bruising was observed under her eye. Deputy Stahl asked autumn what happened to 
her eye and the word "school" came out of her mouth and she said nothing more as Donivan walked up as he had already 
advised the children not to speak to CPI. CPI observed the home and did not see Melissa Davis in the home. Donivan then 
told the department to "get the fuck off his property." The department then left the residence. 


According to the child, Autumn, The child advised at her mom's home she lives with mom, bubba and "big guy.” At dad's 
house she resides with dad, Melissa, Bubba and Nick as well as Chi Chi, a dog. For fun at mom's she likes to color, for fun at 
dad's she likes to play on the trampoline with Bubba. If she gets into trouble at dad's house, she has to sit in her room. She 
gets in trouble for digging in the sand. When asked how long has to sit in time out, the child stated "13, 21, 20, 20, 20" and 
could not give an appropriate amount of time. The child advised that Daddy and Melissa put her in her room. She denied that 
she is spanked and denied that she gets hit with anything such as a belt, spoon or hanger. She denied that she has ever seen 
her dad or Melissa hit her brother. When she is in trouble and in her room, the door is open, not shut. The door is always open 
and there is never a time where she is stuck in her room and cannot get out. She stated that dad "likes when we be good" and 
has never seen a boo-boo on her or her brother from getting into trouble. She also gets in trouble for hitting people and being 
bad. When asked in Nick has ever been in a hospital or if he ever wore a cast, Autumn advised that she has seen him ina 
case because he "broke his foot." When asked how this happened, she stated he fell off the trampoline, CPI asked if she saw 
him fall off and she stated that she did not because she was at momy's but knows this because Nick told her. CPI observed 
the child to have a healing swollen eye, and a mark to her left arm. She stated that the mark was due to getting pinched on 
the swing at school when she tried to get off. CPI asked the child again several minutes after and her story was consistent. 
According to the child, the injury to her eye was from getting hit with a tire at school. Miss Katie knew about this because she 
told her and she was crying. The child advised nothing further. CPI obtained photo documentation of the child. CPI completed 
a field visit at Learn N Plan Day care off 52 in Hudson and made FTF contact with the child, Autumn. Autumn was observed 
wearing shorts, a short sleeve shirt and sneakers. Autumn did not present with any concerning marks or bruises. Autumn was 
presented with a girl diagram where she named the body parts. Autumn named the vagina the "PP" and the butt the "butt" and 
the chest "boobies" Autumn states that all three of those areas are bad touches and denies anyone touching her in any of 
those areas or inserting anything inside of those areas. Autumn states that Melissa and her dad are nice. Autumn states that 
the last time she went to her dads house, she does not remember however, states that her daddy was the only one there and 
Melissa was not there. She states that when she is at her mom "Jen's house" she states that her mom helps her shower. 
When she is at her father's house, her dad and sometimes Melissa will help her take a shower. She states that when Nicholas 
gets in trouble, he gets sent to his room and denies him being physically disciplined. 


CPI made FTF contact with the child, Autumn who was observed free and clear of any concerning marks or bruises. Autumn 
stated that she has been here at moms for 11 days and she goes to her dads for two days. She states that she does not 
remember when the last time she saw Melissa was however, thinks it has been "a lot" of time. When she is at her dad's 
house, she states that for discipline, her dad will send her to her room all night. She states that Melissa does not put her 
hands on her when she is in trouble. She states that no one hits her when she is in trouble. She advised that when Nicholas 
gets in trouble, he gets sent to his bedroom. He denies seeing Melissa, her dad or Nicholas today. She states that when she 
is in the car with her dad, Nicholas has a car seat. She denies ever seeing Nicholas hang off the car. 


According to the child, Sebastian, He does not get into trouble at mom's house and does not get into trouble at dad's house. 
He stated that daddy does not get mad at him then later stated that his dad will yell at him loud if he does not listen. There is 
never a time he is in his room and the door is locked. There is never a time he cannot open his door if he is in his room. The 
child denied taking any medicine and stated that he has seen Nick take medicine when he is sick. He has never heard or seen 
Nick wear a cast and does not know if he broke anything. The child advised that the injury to his left leg happened at school 
when he was helping kids roll up a carpet. He stated that the bruise on his right leg was from a bully at school who kicked him 
on the shin. The child was observed to have a slight blue mark to the right of his face which he stated was from his friend 
Carter hitting him "a little bit harder than me" after he hit Carter "medium" at school. CPI asked if he has ever been hit with a 
spoon, belt or hanger. The child stated that he got hit on the knee with a spoon by his father on accident. He stated that he did 
not remember when this was and could not provide further information. CP! asked about the child's injuries again and he 
stated that he could not remember what happened. He then stated he did not know how he got the mark on his face, then 
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stated that his father hit him with a fork. CPI asked other questions before readdressing the injury, when CPI asked the child if 
he has ever been hit with a spoon, he stated no. When asked if he was ever hit on purpose or on accident with a fork, he 
stated no. He denied that Melissa has ever hit him and stated that his father does not hit him. CPI obtained photo 
documentation of the injuries and lack of injuries. 


Contact was made with Sebastian who states that he does not know when the last time he saw his father was. He states that 
the last time he saw Melissa was when he was at dads house. He states that Melissa was nice and so was his dad. He states 
that when he takes showers, his dad helps him. Sebastian states that he has taken cold showers because the hot water was 
not working. He states that for discipline, he gets sent to his room and nothing else happens. Nicholas was presented with a 
boy diagram and was able to determine good touch vs bad touch and states that he has never been touched in those areas. 
Sebastian was observed with a puffy eye to which he stated that a boy named Billy at school punched him in the eye and the 
teacher stated that Billy was going to get a referral. 


According to the child, Nicholas, When he stays at his mother's house he stated that it is just his mother and step-father. He 
‘denied that the other children are there. For discipline they will send him to his room. He also stated that he gets spanked with — 
‘a wooden spoon. When asked where on his body he stated he did not know and just put his head down. He denied that they © 
Ja aodbing size tonim. He did state that they have left marks and bruises on him but he was not able to answer when the — 

ast time was or where on his body. The child was just able to say that it happens a lot. When asked who the one who gives 

him the bruises is, he stated that it is both his Taha and step-father. When asked if any of the adults drink anything he isn't 
allowed to he stated they drink soda. He was not able to describe if they act any different. He stated that they drink "normal" 


“like him. Nicholas was able to describe that his mother and step-father smoke cigarettes. He described them to be white and 
-denied that they act any different or weird when they smoke. He denied that either of the adults take any pills. He stated he 
- takes pills every day. His mother will play with him and they also watch TV together. He denied that he likes to do anything 
| with his step-dad. He stated that his mother and step-father get along well. He denied that they fight, hit or hurt each other. 


An OTI was sent to Hernando County where contact was made with Melissa, According to Melissa, She was upset about us 
being there, she eventually allowed us access into the home. At first she refused to answer is Nicholas is in the home. 
Eventually, she stated Nicholas is not there, she stated why do we want to see him, he is not part of the case? Nicholas is 
never here at this address. She doesn't live in the home, her address is 6715 Hone St. New Port Richey, 34653. She lives at 
this address every other weekend. She has not seen the step-children since 04/22/2022.Biological mom-sexual allegations 
against her, Bruise on step-daughters eye. The biological mom is the abuser, she blames me for every charge involving DCF, 
and she is the abuser. She never threatened to beat the children. She never laid hands on the children. For discipline, she 
sends them to their room, takes away something or a privilege. She spanks Nicholas on the bottom when he disobeys. 


According to Nicholas's father, Robert, he stated that Nicholas is at his house on weekends and he will be with his mother and 
step-father during the week. The child will tell Robert things when he arrives at his home of some of the things that his mother 
and step-father do to the child. Last weekend, Nicholas described that the step-father grabbed his face and squeezed his 
cheeks. He denied that he saw any marks or bruises on the child from it. There have been a few times where he has seen 
marks and bruises on the child and the child has stated that itis from the mother and step-father. When Robert has 
confronted the mother he stated she will lie about the situation and stated she is a pathological liar. He described the mother 
to have severe bipolar disorder and schizophrenia. He described her to be a narcissist and a master manipulator. She is very 
sneaky. He stated that she has gone behind his back to take him off of the paperwork. Robert stated that a friend of his and 
the mother gave them the child as she could not care for him. They are not his biological parents and so he cannot put himself 
back on the paperwork. The mother has gotten injunctions against the father before to keep the child away from him. There is 
currently a court order where the mother is not allowed to be around the step-father's other children. Robert does not feel that 
the mother should be around any children. He denied any knowledge of the mother being around the other children and that 
she will usually go to a friend's house when the other children go to visit the father. Robert indicated that there was one time 
when the child had a black eye and she blamed it on him. She kept the child from him for 9 months and that happened last 
January of 2021. The father has tried to get emergency custody on many different occasions but it has not worked and they 
will eventually give the child back to the mother. He is scared of what the mother will do to the child. He feels that both the 
mother and step-father are abusive towards the child and the mother will cover up for the step-father. He stated that the child 
is on three different medications and the mother claims that the child has anger management issues. The mother has him on 
Clonidine, dextroampamphetamin, and escitalopram. He feels that the mother's medicating him because she cannot handle 
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him. He does not give the child his medication and feels that he is fine. He denied any concerns for either parent misusing 
alcohol and stated they might use socially. He knows that previously the step-father smoked marijuana but does not know 
what his use looks like now. He denied any knowledge of drug use for the mother. Robert is not aware of any DV between the 
two of them but stated that he knows the mother has been aggressive towards previous boyfriends. He does not know if there 
have been any incidents with the step-father. The mother and Robert had been together for 7 years but they have not been 
together for about 3 years. Robert stated that he is trying to get the mother to sign over papers so that the child can live with 
him when the mother goes to prison. 


According to the mother, Jennifer, She stated that Autumn attends Learn and Play Academy and Sebastian attends PLACE at 
Chasco Elementary School. She advised that she was made aware of Autumn's injury after the DVI was dropped. She stated 
that she did not see the children for two weeks and the mother was then told that the child received the injury at school in 
which a report was provided to her. She stated that the injury is healing and has been getting better since the incident 
occurred however, denied that this is a new injury. She advised that she was not aware of the mark on Sebastian's face 
however, did see the mark on his leg which he stated happened at school. She advised that she does not know what 
discipline is at the father's home but has never been told or seen anything concerning regarding any marks or bruises on the 
children after they return and they have never disclosed being injured by dad or Melissa. She advised that there was one time 
she was told that Nick slapped Sebastian and in turn, the father slapped Nick but she does not remember when this was. This 
was the only statement she has heard about the father hitting the kids. She advised that currently, the father gets them every 
other weekend. She will have them all week and they will go to the father's house on Friday. When they are with the father, 
Melissa cannot be in the home, this has been the arrangement for only one week. The mother stated that she has no 
concerns for the children being hit with objects at their father’s home and advised that she was made aware they get time out 
if they are bad and spend the rest of the night in their room. She advised that they told the grandmother that they have to stay 
in their room the rest of the night. 


CPI spoke with the mother, Jennifer who states that Autumn had disclosed to her that "mommy touched my coochie and it 
hurts, mommy got me medicine and put it inside not outside" When asked who mommy is, she stated that it was Melissa. She 
states that Autumn later went to the bathroom and went up to her and stated that she needed to pee and that is why it hurt. 
She has not complained since. She states that she did not take Autumn to the doctor either as Autumn stated that it hurt 
because she needed to pee shortly after and did not complain about it. 


CPI collateral with Jennifer Brophy who states that she has had Autumn and Sebastian and states that the last time they were 
at their father's was the last weekend of the 4th. She states that Donivan will have them again this weekend. She states that 
she does not know what discipline looks like at the father's home as they do not talk with her about it. She states that the only 
thing she has heard was that Autumn had mentioned to her grandmother that Donivan had hit Nicholas because Nicholas had 
it Sebastian. She advised that when Donivan dropped the kids off to get dental work and she saw 2 car seats and three 
children were in the car. She denies ever hearing of any children swinging from the car. She advised that Autumn now attends 
La Petit on Covel Stone. 


- According to the family friend, Raychel Olsen, she stated that the mother does not reside with her. She was here last 
_ weekend. She comes and will stay with them when the father has his time sharing with the kids. She comes alone and 


does 


~ not bring Nict dn't remembe: w him. Stated she is aware that he has a birthday party either ti 
es, she has not s een it she do eS n't know a lot about. 


_ weekend or next waékand. She does not know how the mottierdise 
her parenting since when she is at their house, and she is by herself. 


CPI Caminero collateral with the paternal grandmother, Christine Davis who states that her son is an awful person. She states 
that the children are not safe around Melissa or Donivan. She states that Melissa is an awful human being. She comes from a 
family where she experienced sexual abuse. She states that she has a child, Nicholas who claims is her child however, 
believes that he belongs to her ex-husband but it is believed that their neighbor who was a drug addict gave her that child. 
She states that Donivan and Melissa continue calling in false allegations on Melissa. She states that she has witnessed 
Donivan hitting the children. When Sebastian was young, Donivan dropped Sebastian and broke his leg. Donivan has 
smashed food into Sebastian's face. She states that there are camera's set up in her house in fear of Donivan. She states that 
Donivan is physically harmful to the children. In addition, he has poisoned the children's mind with false reports against 
Jennifer. She states that since Donivan was a child, he was always tough. She states that when Melissa entered his life, he 
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changed into an awful person. 


CPI Caminero collateral with Barabara Ticich at Richey Elementary. Barabara states that she does not have any concerns for 
Nicholas as it is just an odd situation. The mother has expressed there being numerous contact with the department. Barbara’ 


is fine. Barbara states that Melissa seems very concerned for Nicholas and has no concerns for Melissa 
states that Nichola's father picked him up once however, he has ridden the bus mos 
school, Nicholas is one of the clumsier children in the class room however, it is not anything out of the ordin Wee a child as 
he likes to jump and leap and trip over things. Nicholas has never disclosed anyone being physical ' n him. He only 

< mentioned when he fell out of bed and hurt his foot on the trampoline. 


“On June 1st, 2022, CPI Caminero spoke with PSO Deputy Kevin Pareja-Rodriguez who states that he went to the residence ` 
oday to follow up on the report from the bone fracture with Nicholas. He states that Melissa allowed him to see Nicholas and 


d to being fine and did not appear to having any injuries. Nicholas did not disclose any corporal 


On June 7th, 2022, CPI Caminero completed a field visit to the Learn N Play daycare and made contact with the director, 
Harris in addition to the owner. Harris states that Donivan and Melissa requested a conference with the owner which they took 
the time to do so. When Donivan and Melissa came in they "came in hot" with an attitude. He states that Donivan had his 
phone out and was recording their entire encounter. He states that Donivan tried to trap them into making a statement about 
Jennifer. He states that Donivan is always trying to start problems at the daycare. He states that their main purpose originally 
was to get their step son, Nicholas enrolled. When they arrived, Melissa asked if it was going to be a problem because her 
step kids attend there. He states that they have on file stacks of paper of visitation with Donivan and Melissa. He told her that 
they would get him enrolled however, after thinking about it, they decided they were not going to due to the liability with all the 
legal paper work. He states that Melissa and Donivan then called angry asking why they called Jennifer to ask her permission 
for Nicholas to attend the school. He stated that they did not call Jennifer to inform her of anything. That is then when the 
conference was requested. He states that they did not want to deal with their problems and dismissed the parents and the 
child in addition, they will not accept Nicholas.

A review of the Trinity Hospital Records were completed. The mother, Melissa Davis took the child, Nicholas Galli to the 
hospital on February 22 due to a right foot and ankle injury. The patient (Nicholas) presented with most of his pain on the top 
of his toes and foot. An X-ray was completed on Nicholas and there were no acute findings. It stated that the bones and joints 
were unremarkable, No subluxation and normal alignment. There was no soft tissue swelling or gas. The mother wanted him 
splinted so that she could take him to the Orthopedics on Friday.

HOUSEHOLD COMPOSITION: 


The household consist of the mother, Melissa Davis the father, Donivan Davis and the three victim children, Sebastian Davis 
(step-son to Melissa), Autumn Davis (step-daughter to Melissa) and Nicholas Galli. 


INVESTIGATIVE OUTCOME: 


CPI Caminero commenced the case at the alleged house of focus located at 6715 Hone St. Upon arrival, CP] made FTF 
contact with the father, Donivan Davis who was irate, cursing and yelling at CPI and deputies. The father denied the 
department access to the children and the home. The father continued yelling and screaming by calling the deputies "Donut 
munchers and called CPI "CPI bitch" the father stated that he was going to call his attorney. Donivan then came back outside 
yelling hey CPI bitch, you can come in and see the kids and check the house” Donivan stated that only CPI was to come 
inside alone and the deputies were to stay outside. CP! explained that for her safety, she had to enter with law enforcement. 
Donivan began to argue then picked deputy, Ashley Stahl to enter. Donivan attempted to close the door on deputy Pullara 
blocking his view of CPI and his trainee Stahl. Pullara explained that she is in training and he needed to supervise her and he 
needed to keep the door open. Donivan continued to try and slam the door by pushing it forcefully with his body and deputy 
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Pullara put his foot in the way. Deputy Pullara advised Donivan that he needed visual of his trainee and to not close the door 
on his foot again. Donivan told him that he was not allowed to enter his home. Deputy Pullara explained that he was not going 
to enter. During this encounter, the child, Sebastian hugged CPI as he watched the father scream and yell at the deputy. 
Autumn also came up to CPI and faint bruising was observed under her eye. Deputy Stahl asked autumn what happened to 
her eye and the word "school" came out of her mouth and she said nothing more as Donivan walked up as he had already 
advised the children not to speak to CPI. CPI observed the home and did not see Melissa Davis in the home. Donivan then 
told the department to “get the fuck off his property.” The department then left the residence. 


According to the child, Autumn, The child advised at her mom's home she lives with mom, bubba and “big guy." At dad's 
house she resides with dad, Melissa, Bubba and Nick as well as Chi Chi, a dog. For fun at mom's she likes to color, for fun at 
dad's she likes to play on the trampoline with Bubba. If she gets into trouble at dad's house, she has to sit in her room. She 
gets in trouble for digging in the sand. When asked how long has to sit in time out, the child stated "13, 21, 20, 20, 20" and 
could not give an appropriate amount of time. The child advised that Daddy and Melissa put her in her room. She denied that 
she is spanked and denied that she gets hit with anything such as a belt, spoon or hanger. She denied that she has ever seen 
her dad or Melissa hit her brother. When she is in trouble and in her room, the door is open, not shut. The door is always open 
and there is never a time where she is stuck in her room and cannot get out. She stated that dad "likes when we be good” and 
has never seen a boo-boo on her or her brother from getting into trouble. She also gets in trouble for hitting people and being 
bad. When asked in Nick has ever been in a hospital or if he ever wore a cast, Autumn advised that she has seen him in a 
case because he "broke his foot.” When asked how this happened, she stated he fell off the trampoline, CP! asked if she saw 
him fall off and she stated that she did not because she was at momy's but knows this because Nick told her. CP! observed 
the child to have a healing swollen eye, and a mark to her left arm. She stated that the mark was due to getting pinched on 
the swing at school when she tried to get off. CPI asked the child again several minutes after and her story was consistent. 
According to the child, the injury to her eye was from getting hit with a tire at school. Miss Katie knew about this because she 
told her and she was crying. The child advised nothing further. CPI obtained photo documentation of the child. CPI completed 
a field visit at Leam N Plan Day care off 52 in Hudson and made FTF contact with the child, Autumn. Autumn was observed 
wearing shorts, a short sleeve shirt and sneakers. Autumn did not present with any concerning marks or bruises. Autumn was 
presented with a girl diagram where she named the body parts. Autumn named the vagina the "PP" and the butt the "butt" and 
the chest "boobies" Autumn states that all three of those areas are bad touches and denies anyone touching her in any of 
those areas or inserting anything inside of those areas. Autumn states that Melissa and her dad are nice. Autumn states that 
the last time she went to her dads house, she does not remember however, states that her daddy was the only one there and 
Melissa was not there. She states that when she is at her mom "Jen's house” she states that her mom helps her shower. 
When she is at her father's house, her dad and sometimes Melissa will help her take a shower. She states that when Nicholas 
gets in trouble, he gets sent to his room and denies him being physically disciplined. 


CPI made FTF contact with the child, Autumn who was observed free and clear of any concerning marks or bruises. Autumn 
Stated that she has been here at moms for 11 days and she goes to her dads for two days. She states that she does not 
remember when the last time she saw Melissa was however, thinks it has been "a lot" of time. When she is at her dad's 
house, she states that for discipline, her dad will send her to her room all night. She states that Melissa does not put her 
hands on her when she is in trouble, She states that no one hits her when she is in trouble. She advised that when Nicholas 
gets in trouble, he gets sent to his bedroom. He denies seeing Melissa, her dad or Nicholas today. She states that when she 
is in the car with her dad, Nicholas has a car seat. She denies ever seeing Nicholas hang off the car. 


According to the child, Sebastian, He does not get into trouble at mom's house and does not get into trouble at dad's house. 
He stated that daddy does not get mad at him then later stated that his dad will yell at him loud if he does not listen. There is 
never a time he is in his room and the door is locked. There is never a time he cannot open his door if he is in his room. The 
child denied taking any medicine and stated that he has seen Nick take medicine when he is sick. He has never heard or seen 
Nick wear a cast and does not know if he broke anything. The child advised that the injury to his left leg happened at school 
when he was helping kids roll up a carpet. He stated that the bruise on his right leg was from a bully at school who kicked him 
on the shin. The child was observed to have a slight blue mark to the right of his face which he stated was from his friend 
Carter hitting him "a little bit harder than me" after he hit Carter "medium" at school. CPI asked if he has ever been hit with a 
spoon, belt or hanger. The child stated that he got hit on the knee with a spoon by his father on accident. He stated that he did 
not remember when this was and could not provide further information. CP! asked about the child's injuries again and he 
Stated that he could not remember what happened. He then stated he did not know how he got the mark on his face, then 
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stated that his father hit him with a fork. CPI asked other questions before readdressing the injury, when CPI asked the child if 
he has ever been hit with a spoon, he stated no. When asked if he was ever hit on purpose or on accident with a fork, he 
stated no. He denied that Melissa has ever hit him and stated that his father does not hit him. CPI obtained photo 
documentation of the injuries and lack of injuries. 


Contact was made with Sebastian who states that he does not know when the last time he saw his father was. He states that 
the last time he saw Melissa was when he was at dads house. He states that Melissa was nice and so was his dad. He states 
that when he takes showers, his dad helps him. Sebastian states that he has taken cold showers because the hot water was 
not working. He states that for discipline, he gets sent to his room and nothing else happens. Nicholas was presented with a 
boy diagram and was able to determine good touch vs bad touch and states that he has never been touched in those areas. 
Sebastian was observed with a puffy eye to which he stated that a boy named Billy at school punched him in the eye and the 
teacher stated that Billy was going to get a referral. 


According to the child, Nicholas, When he stays at his mother's house he stated that it is just his mother and step-father. He 
denied that the other children are there. For discipline they will send him to his room. He also stated that he gets spanked with 
a wooden spoon. When asked where on his body he stated he did not know and just put his head down. He denied that they 
do anything else to him. He did state that they have left marks and bruises on him but he was not able to answer when the 
last time was or where on his body. The child was just able to say that it happens a lot. When asked who the one who gives 
him the bruises is, he stated that it is both his mother and step-father. When asked if any of the adults drink anything he isn't 
allowed to he stated they drink soda. He was not able to describe if they act any different. He stated that they drink "normal" 
like him. Nicholas was able to describe that his mother and step-father smoke cigarettes. He described them to be white and 
denied that they act any different or weird when they smoke. He denied that either of the adults take any pills. He stated he 
takes pills every day. His mother will play with him and they also watch TV together. He denied that he likes to do anything 
with his step-dad. He stated that his mother and step-father get along well. He denied that they fight, hit or hurt each other. 


An OTI was sent to Hemando County where contact was made with Melissa, According to Melissa, She was upset about us 
being there, she eventually allowed us access into the home. At first she refused to answer is Nicholas is in the home. 
Eventually, she stated Nicholas is not there, she stated why do we want to see him, he is not part of the case? Nicholas is 
never here at this address. She doesn't live in the home, her address is 6715 Hone St. New Port Richey, 34653. She lives at 
this address every other weekend. She has not seen the step-children since 04/22/2022. Biological mom-sexual allegations 
against her, Bruise on step-daughters eye. The biological mom is the abuser, she blames me for every charge involving DCF, 
and she is the abuser. She never threatened to beat the children. She never laid hands on the children. For discipline, she 
sends them to their room, takes away something or a privilege. She spanks Nicholas on the bottom when he disobeys. 


According to Nicholas's father, Robert, he stated that Nicholas is at his house on weekends and he will be with his mother and 
step-father during the week. The child will tell Robert things when he arrives at his home of some of the things that his mother 
and step-father do to the child. Last weekend, Nicholas described that the step-father grabbed his face and squeezed his 
cheeks. He denied that he saw any marks or bruises on the child from it. There have been a few times where he has seen 
marks and bruises on the child and the child has stated that it is from the mother and step-father. When Robert has 
confronted the mother he stated she will lie about the situation and stated she is a pathological liar. He described the mother 
to have severe bipolar disorder and schizophrenia. He described her to be a narcissist and a master manipulator. She is very 
sneaky. He stated that she has gone behind his back to take him off of the paperwork. Robert stated that a friend of his and 
the mother gave them the child as she could not care for him. They are not his biological parents and so he cannot put himself 
back on the paperwork. The mother has gotten injunctions against the father before to keep the child away from him. There is 
currently a court order where the mother is not allowed to be around the step-father's other children. Robert does not feel that 
the mother should be around any children. He denied any knowledge of the mother being around the other children and that 
she will usually go to a friend’s house when the other children go to visit the father. Robert indicated that there was one time 
when the child had a black eye and she blamed it on him. She kept the child from him for 9 months and that happened last 
January of 2021. The father has tried to get emergency custody on many different occasions but it has not worked and they 
will eventually give the child back to the mother. He is scared of what the mother will do to the child. He feels that both the 
mother and step-father are abusive towards the child and the mother will cover up for the step-father. He stated that the child 
is on three different medications and the mother claims that the child has anger management issues. The mother has him on 
Clonidine, dextroampamphetamin, and escitalopram. He feels that the mother's medicating him because she cannot handle 
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him. He does not give the child his medication and feels that he is fine. He denied any concerns for either parent misusing 
alcohol and stated they might use socially. He knows that previously the step-father smoked marijuana but does not know 
what his use looks like now. He denied any knowledge of drug use for the mother. Robert is not aware of any DV between the 
two of them but stated that he knows the mother has been aggressive towards previous boyfriends. He does not know if there 
have been any incidents with the step-father. The mother and Robert had been together for 7 years but they have not been 
together for about 3 years. Robert stated that he is trying to get the mother to sign over papers so that the child can live with 
him when the mother goes to prison. 


According to the mother, Jennifer, She stated that Autumn attends Leam and Play Academy and Sebastian attends PLACE at 
Chasco Elementary School. She advised that she was made aware of Autumn's injury after the DVI was dropped. She stated 
that she did not see the children for two weeks and the mother was then told that the child received the injury at school in 
which a report was provided to her. She stated that the injury is healing and has been getting better since the incident 
occurred however, denied that this is a new injury. She advised that she was not aware of the mark on Sebastian's face 
however, did see the mark on his leg which he stated happened at school. She advised that she does not know what 
discipline is at the father's home but has never been told or seen anything conceming regarding any marks or bruises on the 
children after they return and they have never disclosed being injured by dad or Melissa. She advised that there was one time 
she was told that Nick slapped Sebastian and in turn, the father slapped Nick but she does not remember when this was. This 
was the only statement she has heard about the father hitting the kids. She advised that currently, the father gets them every 
other weekend. She will have them all week and they will go to the father’s house on Friday. When they are with the father, 


_ Melissa cannot be in the home, this has been the arrangement for only one week. The mother stated that she has no 


concems for the children being hit with objects at their father’s home and advised that she was made aware they get time out 
if they are bad and spend the rest of the night in their room. She advised that they told the grandmother that they have to stay 
in their room the rest of the night. 


CPI spoke with the mother, Jennifer who states that Autumn had disclosed to her that "mommy touched my coochie and it 
hurts, mommy got me medicine and put it inside not outside" When asked who mommy is, she stated that it was Melissa. She 
states that Autumn later went to the bathroom and went up to her and stated that she needed to pee and that is why it hurt. 
She has not complained since. She states that she did not take Autumn to the doctor either as Autumn stated that it hurt 
because she needed to pee shortly after and did not complain about it. 


CPI collateral with Jennifer Brophy who states that she has had Autumn and Sebastian and states that the last time they were 
at their father's was the last weekend of the 4th. She states that Donivan will have them again this weekend. She states that 
she does not know what discipline looks like at the father’s home as they do not talk with her about it. She states that the only 
thing she has heard was that Autumn had mentioned to her grandmother that Donivan had hit Nicholas because Nicholas had 
it Sebastian. She advised that when Donivan dropped the kids off to get dental work and she saw 2 car seats and three 


children were in the car. She denies ever hearing of any children swinging from the car. She advised that Autumn now attends 
La Petit on Covel Stone. 


family where she experienced sexual abuse, She States that she has a child, Nicholas who claims is her child however, 
believes that he belongs to her ex-husband but it is believed that their neighbor who was a drug addict gave her that child. 
She states that Donivan and Melissa continue Calling in false allegations on Melissa. She states that she has witnessed 
Donivan hitting the children. When Sebastian was young, Donivan dropped Sebastian and broke his leg. Donivan has 


Jennifer. She states that since Donivan was a child, he was always tough. She states that when Melissa entered his life, he 
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changed into an awful person. 


CPI Caminero collateral with Barabara Ticich at Richey Elementary. Barabara states that she does not have any concerns for 
Nicholas as it is just an odd situation. The mother has expressed there being numerous contact with the department. Barbara 
denies seeing Nicholas with any concerning marks or bruises and Nicholas has never expressed anything conceming. 
Nicholas is on medication and when he is on it, he is compliant. Nicholas has ADHD and will sometimes show those effects. 
Nicholas is always in school unless he had a doctors appointment. Nicholas had an injury and had hospital paper work which 
made him miss at least a week but is not sure exactly how much and it was sometime in January. When Nicholas misses 
school, it is normally due to doctor visits. Nicholas does not express any violent behaviors however, he does not like being 
touched and if someone touches him unexpectedly, he will swing as a startled response however, if he sees them coming he 
is fine. Barbara states that Melissa seems very concerned for Nicholas and has no concerns for Melissa as a caregiver. She 
states that Nichola's father picked him up once however, he has ridden the bus most of the year. Nicholas does not get hurt at 
school. Nicholas is one of the clumsier children in the class room however, it is not anything out of the ordinary for a child as 
he likes to jump and leap and trip over things. Nicholas has never disclosed anyone being physical with him. He only 
mentioned when he fell out of bed and hurt his foot on the trampoline. 


On June 1st, 2022, CPI Caminero spoke with PSO Deputy Kevin Pareja-Rodriguez who states that he went to the residence 
today to follow up on the report from the bone fracture with Nicholas. He states that Melissa allowed him to see Nicholas and 
that Nicholas was observed to being fine and did not appear to having any injuries. Nicholas did not disclose any corporal 
punishment by Melissa. 


On June 7th, 2022, CPI Caminero completed a field visit to the Leam N Play daycare and made contact with the director, 
Harris in addition to the owner. Harris states that Donivan and Melissa requested a conference with the owner which they took 
the time to do so. When Donivan and Melissa came in they "came in hot" with an attitude. He states that Donivan had his 
phone out and was recording their entire encounter, He states that Donivan tried to trap them into making a statement about 
Jennifer. He states that Donivan is always trying to start problems at the daycare. He states that their main purpose originally 
was to get their step son, Nicholas enrolled. When they arrived, Melissa asked if it was going to be a problem because her 
step kids attend there. He states that they have on file stacks of paper of visitation with Donivan and Melissa. He told her that 
they would get him enrolled however, after thinking about it, they decided they were not going to due to the liability with all the 
.legal paper work. He states that Melissa and Donivan then called angry asking why they called Jennifer to ask her permission 
for Nicholas to attend the school. He stated that they did not call Jennifer to inform her of anything. That is then when the 
conference was requested. He states that they did not want to deal with their problems and dismissed the parents and the 
child in addition, they will not accept Nicholas. He states that last week, Donivan called saying that Autumn's mother, Jennifer 
has COVID and is sending the child to school and he is concerned, He states that he told him that if the child is exposed it is 
to the discretion of the daycare center and told him to have a nice day. He states that they were never provided with any 
COVID results. He states that he has thought about trespassing him and Melissa and allowing Autumn to come to the school 


as that is her only stability. He states that when the father brings in Autumn, he always brings her in late where she misses 
her learning time. 


On June 13, 2022, CPI Caminero spoke with Gel at Pediatric Associates who states that Nicholas's last visit was on June 2, 
2022 for a well visit. The child came to the office and presented with a cough and vomiting. The clinician requested a hearing 
and ocular photo screening due to the visit being a well visit. She states that the mother, Melissa was the one who 
accompanied the child. There were no other concems on the child's chart. The child is up to date with all of his immunizations. 
The child was referred to a Psychologist on April 2021. August 6, 2021, he was referred to a Neurologist. September 15, 
2021, he was referred to a Psychologist. Feb 2022, he was referred to an Orthopedic, Hahn Gregory. The Neurologist is Joel 
Rodriguez. On May 24, 2022 a Behavioral Therapist. There are no upcoming appointments. 


A review of the Trinity Hospital Records were completed. The mother, Melissa Davis took the child, Nicholas Galli to the 
hospital on February 22 due to a right foot and ankle injury. The patient (Nicholas) presented with most of his pain on the top 
of his toes and foot. An X-ray was completed on Nicholas and there were no acute findings. It stated that the bones and joints 
were unremarkable, No subluxation and normal alignment. There was no soft tissue swelling or gas. The mother wanted him 
splinted so that she could take him to the Orthopedics on Friday. 
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A review of records from Children’s Orthopaedic and Scoliosis Surgery Associates was completed. The child, Nicholas was 

` seen by the doctor with a chief complaint of possible broken foot. The injury to the right foot was said to have occurred on 
February 22, 2022 due to him jumping on the trampoline and accidently flipping off when he flipped which caused Nicholas to 
land on his toes flexed under his foot and rolled his ankle. The alignment of the foot were symmetrical.

REFERRALS: 


An ELC referral has been provided to the family, HOPE Florida. In addition a sun coast voices referral has been sent for 
clothing. 


SAFETY DECISION: 

The investigation will close out with no indicator for the following maltreatments. The maltreatment of Physical injury will be 
not substantiated. The child, Nicholas sustained a foot injury however, upon reviewing medical records, the child's foot never 
sustained a fracture and the notes did not indicate that he sustained in injury which was inflicted by a parent/caregiver. 
Household members informed that the injury sustained was caused by him playing on the trampoline. A report came in for 
Physical injury however, upon speaking with the mother and collaterals, the child was not present with the mother on the day 
she was at the grocery store and allegedly smacked the child. In regards to physical injury on Autumn and Sebastian, there 
have been concerns for Melissa being physical with all of the children. Physical injury will be not substantiated as the children 
have not presented with any marks or bruises however, collaterals appear to have concerns for the children being physically 
abused. The child was not observed with any injury. The child, Autumn denies anyone touching her inappropriately when the 
allegations for sexual abuse came up. The Maltreatment for inadequate supervision is also screened out as the child, 
Nicholas was not in the jeep when the allegations came in for the child hanging out of the car while the mother and step-father 
were driving. Impending danger has not been identified and the children are marked safe.
